Princess AHeo bad crossed over lo tbe right 
bank, and was thus out of her

Iloyond tboso boundaries tho Mus- 
catel grope, from which the raisin is prin- 
cipally produced, may grow and thrive 
abundantly, but tbo fruit must go to Ibo 
market or wlno-presj.

turned, till they arc- sufficiently cured lo lio 
borno to tho house, usnully on (be hill lop, 
and thcro deposited in the 
empty wine 


pres?, till enough havo been collcc'led for 
Iho trimmers and packers (o tegin their 
work. 
At this point 
grtat piles

rough dried r.mins are brought 
forth 


from

upon boards. Ono by one tho bunches aro 
carefully inspected, ltin..j of th? first qsali-
